ter, however, did not refer to Com- 
inisisoner Bouillon. He had found 
that Commissioner Bouillon was try- 
ing to take control of all the different 
aoe departments and did not propose 
to be subjected to any such treatment, 
Consequently he had resigned, Ve 
had nol resigned to take a better posi- 
lion asthe salaries were practically 
the same. In facet he did not con- 
sider {he prospeets as good as those he 
had when he was the head of — the 
police force. 

Asked by Mr. Biggar whether or not 
he objeeted to Mr, Bouillon's appoint- 
ment because he was a Freneh-Cana- 
dian, witness replied that he did not.

City Should Tender 
Civic Reception to 


Conservative Leader 


On the evening of Wednesday, June 28, 1911, R. L. Borden, 
leader of the, Conservative opposition in the Dominion house, will 
speak in the city of Edmonton on the national questions of the day, 
as he sees them: and their solution. Mr. Borden’s purpose in visit- 


ing the west is frankly political, and if he did not think he could: 


further the interests of his party by coming to Edmonton he would 
not.come. So that, politically speaking, Mr. Borden’s visit is wel- 
come only to.those of-one particular faith—the Conservative. 

Without reference, however, to the political significance and 
party purpose of his visit, the city of Edmonton as a whole can well 
afford to tender Mr,.Borden a civic reception of which both. he and 
the.city will have reason to be proud. Mr. Borden is a man of promi- 
nence arid of’consequence in the Dominion of Canada, Next to the 
leader of the government, the most powerful man, probably, in the 
Dominion, isthe. leader of the opposition. To him is delegated the 
authority to speak for those who disagree, and the narrowness of the 
margin between success and failure in national party politics shows 
how closely the leader of the opposition may come to representing 
the dominant feeling of the Dominion. 

To such a man the city can well afford to extend the glad hand. 
Mr. Borden should be made welcome. While the majority of us do 
not agree with his politics and while almost none of us agree with 
the anti-reciprocity doctrine which he is coming west on purpose to 
spread, the whole of us would feel vexed to think that Mr. Borden 
felt disappointed at the reception which he had received in the capi- 
tal of Alberta. 


The Real Reason 
Why Mr. Bouillon 
Will Never Do 


When ex-Chief Lancey said in the witness stand yesterday that 
he left the city’s employ on account of Commissioner Bouillon, he 
gave the first and only important evidence which has been given 
in the investigation so far) and the only evidence which really ef- 
fects the case. 

All the technical errors found in Bouillon’s administration of the 
city’s affairs really do not affect the case except to prove the main 
point, that the reason why Bouillon will not do is because he is a 
disorganizer who cannot get along with the men with whom he is 
working. Had he had the ability to bring harmony and co-operation 
into play, there would have been plenty of co-workers who would 
have risen to the emergency of protecting him against bad construc- 
tion at the market scales or bad planning at the car barns or lack of 
knowledge about the work at the power house, or upon anything 
else wh¢re he needed help. 

But because he was a disorganized, the best of the city’s em- 
ployees, men like Lancey and Davidson, for whom, better situations 
were at lal} imes waiting, left the city, and those who remained were 
overtaken with a feeling of unrest which left the city’s affairs in the 
hands of a body of men who had lost the enthusiasm for their work 
and did not care. 

This is the reason why Mr. Bouillon will not do. All the rest 
of the investigation might as well not be held, because to prove all 
the rest would only prove this anyway.

McInnis re- 
ferred to the objectionable features in 
connection with''the system in large 
cities as a reason for its avoidance here, 
It was unanimously agreed that there 
are many serious defects in the ward 
system. F 

R. H. Christie suggested that the 
united municipality be divided into four 
wards, with one on the south side, for 
a period of three years, after which an 
adjustment could be made for holding 
the elections general over the entire 
city. In the opinion of other members 
this nlan would not be entirely satis- 
factory, owing to its preventing per- 
haps a rapid cementing of interest be- 

{tween the two cities such as is de- 


agreed to, that an attempt be made 
to define a system other than the ward 
system for civic representation in the 
greater city. In this connection, se- 
veral Edmonton members said that 
sentiment on the north side appears to 
be against ward elections. 

Mr. Biggar also read a resolution 
suggesting that any elective and rep- 
resentation system agreed upon be set 
aside at the end of five years for a 
seneral vote for the council thereafter. 
This seemed to be fairly well received 
until Mayor Davies pointed out that 
there might be a real danger in thus 
defining a time limit to any new and 
protective system for the south side, 
The change might be generally desired 
in five years, but he opposed estab- 
lishing a time for the removal possib- 
ly of the representation assurance to 
the south side. 

Draft of Possible Basis. 

In consequence of this suggestion, 
Mr. Biggar withdrew the motion re- 
garding a time limit and in its stead 
presented a draft resolution from 
Which he thought an agreement for 
elections might be derived. 
lution read as follows: 

“That elections for aldermen of the 
amalgamated city be by general vole 
of the whole city, but that at the first 
election the proper number or propor- 
tion of the candidates, having both the 
proper residence and property qualifi- 
cations on the south side of the river, 
who receive the highest number of 
votes be declared elected. The re- 
mainder of the council to be com- 
| posed of a sufficient number ef the re- 
maining candidates, irrespective of 
where they have their property qualifi- 
cations, to fill the whole number re- 
quired, and that at subsequent elec- 
| tions the same principle be adopted so 
that theer shall always be at least the 
proper proportion of (not less than 
three) members’ of the council who 
have both- their residence: and property 
qualifieations on the south side of the 
river."'

| Halted at Car Lino ‘Requests. 
While going to the Edmonton com- 


| mittee for investigation the question of 


street railway extensions in this city 
as insisted upon by the local commit- 
tee, the subject was fairly well 
threshed out in the discussion. In ad- 
dition to the line up Fifth street west 
the Strathcona members ‘ask for an 


GE up Seventh street west to 
a point near the university buildings. 
An extension along Whyte avenue to 
the university grounds, thence south 
to University avenue, thence west to 
McKenzie street, thence south to Sixth 
avenue, thence east to Main street and 
lastly to connect with Whyte avenue 
on Main street, is a belt Jine included 
in the demands, From Sixth avenue an 
extension of one mile is also asked for 
along Fifth street west to the 
southern Lniits of the city, near tre 
city cemetery. Ald. Tipton pointed out 
that this is.a most important extension. 
The other extension insisted upon by 
the local committee was that along 
Whyte avenue east across Mill viaduct 
to the city limits, thence north three 
blocks to the new Rutherford school. 
This line has been petitioned for by a 
large number of persons across Mill 
creek and was apparently an exten- 
sion viewed favorably by the Edmon- 
‘ton members, through being along the 
route of the proposed belt line to cross 
the east end bridge to-be. 

The requested southwest lines were 
the most discussed, as the demands 
were for a completion of the mileage 
within two years after amalgamation, 
Whether there was sufficient popula- 
tion to warrant the entire extensions 
asked for agitated the mind of Ald. 
Melnnis especially. ‘Have you 2400 
people living along the — southwest 
route?” he asked of Ald, Tipton, "I 
don't think there are,’ was the answer. 

“We are not asking for these lines 
on a population basis,’ explained Ald. 
Rankin. “We will have to stand for 
the long extensions already down in 
Edmonton, and want some here to even 
up matters.” 

“You want to duplicate the mistakes 
of Edmonton, do you?” inquired Chair- 
man A, C, Fraser, humorously. 

Insist Upon Central Bridge. 

The revised demands of the Strath- 
cona board regarding a central bridge 
and also one over the river near White 
Mud creed were read and showed prac- 


tically no change from the proposals 
made at a previous meeting, A good 
central bridge in the vicinity of the 


Strathcona power house was demand- 
ed to be completed within 18 months 
after the date of ratification of the 
amalgamation agreement. The time of 
construction on the west end bridges 
was extended from two to three years 
in the event of the government failing 
to assist and its erection being thrown 
upon the city. 

W. iH. Clark thought the time unripe 
for placing a time Jimit upon the erec- 
tion of a bridge at White Mud and 
moved that the clause respecting it be 
struck out, but he got no seconder., 


Other members of the northern com- 
mittee evidently realized that the 
bridge might be required, but they 


seemed loath to be bound to its erec- 
tion in the near future. Mr. Douglas 
asserted that the structure is as badly 
needed as the proposed bridge over 
the river east of Edmonton. He felt 
that some members of the visiting cam- 
mittee were unfamiliar with conditions 
in the west and moved that the ques- 
tion be referred to them for a report at 
a future meeting. This was carried. 

Mayor Armstrong reported -that his 
companions had practically agreed to 
the erection of the proposed’ central 
bridge by promising that a bylaw for 
the purchase be set before the burges- 
ses on the same day that the amalga- 
mation agreement is submitted. 

Dr. Tory raised another point in fa- 
vor of the central low level bridge. 
The saving on coal at the south side 
power plant with a bridge in operation 
would ey to the equivalent of in- 
terest at 4 4-2 per cent. on $150,000, 
the sum required for the structure. 
Owing to the hills, the coal is now de- 
livered 85c¢ per. ton cheaper at the Ed- 
monton plant than at Strathcona, 

School Boards Must Amaigamate. 
Mr. Clark reported that the govern- 
ment-would not object to ‘the present 
Edmonton and Strathcona schoo! dis- 
tricts being united into ‘one if the 
boards were agreeable and made appli- 
cation, Dr. Tory thought it would be a 
shame, however, for there to be a com- 
mon system of taxation ‘excepling 
schools in the greater city. It was 
agreed that Mr, Clark write the two 
school boards urging them to’meet and 
arrange for a basis of amalgamation. 

. Sixteen members of the joint com- 
mittee and the secretary were on hand 
at last night’s meeting. The Edmon- 
ton committee included A. C. Fraser, 
chairman; Mayor Armstrong, Aldermen 
MeInnis, Hyndman and Lundy, and 
Messrs, O.-M. Biggar and W.-H, Clark. 


Of the Strathcona committee, there 
were present Mayor Davies, Ald.

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INDIVIDUAL HALO. 
FOR EVERY HUMAN 


London Doctor Says He Is Prepared 
to Demonstrate That Pain and In- 
tellectuality Can Be Made Visible, 


London, May 26,—A London doctor 
announces that he is prepared to de- 
monstrate in a scientific manner that 
every human. being has a_ halo. It 
varies in size and distinctness accord- 
ing to the state of health, makes pain 
visible and enables the expert to dis- 
tinguish between intelligent and dull 
individuals. This discoverer of the 
halo is Dr. W. J. Kilner. 

Kor centuries occuilists, spirilualisis 
and other students of the supernatural 
have declared that the human body 
while .alive is closely surrounded by 
and, as it were, encased in an “atmos- 
phere,” or, as they term, an “aura,” in 
other words, a sort of halo which they 
said was distinetly visible to the great 
majority of mankind. Dr. Kilner now 
declares that he has settled the matter 
on strictly seientifie lines. 

He has made an apparatus whieh 
consists of a number of what he calls 
spectauranine glass screens, each about 
four inches in length and an ineh and 
a half wide, Each sereen is made of 
two plates of very thin glass, betwen 
whieh, hermetically sealed in, is a 
fluid. The sereens vary in color, 
Some are red, others are blue, varying 
in depth of color to suit the eyes of 
the investigator. 

An interviewer gives the following 
account of his own experience under 
the direction of Dr. Felkin, a specialist 
who has taken a deep interest in the 
investigations, In a small room was 
the subject of the experiments, a well- 
made woman ef medium height and ap- 
parently in good health. Dr. Felkin 
first of all told her exactly the nature 
of the experiments he was about to 
make, Then, having instrueted the re- 
porter to look steadily at the daylight 
through one of the — speetraunine 
sereens and having placed the woman 
about a foot away from a dead, dark 
background facing the only window in 
the room, he proceeded to draw a dark | 
blind halfway down this window, From 
below he drew up a blind of dark serge 
until it overlapped the upper blind suf- 
ficiently to allow light so dim to filter 
into the room that only the while form 
of the subject's body could be dis- 
cerned in the gloom. 

“Now, turn round,” said Dr. Felkin, 
“and tell me what you see, or if you 
see anything at all, for there are per- 
haps four or five persons out of every 
hundred who, through some inherent 
defect in the eyesight, are physically 
unable to perceive the ‘aura,’ " 

The Halo Appears: 

For some moments, perhaps, @ quar- 
ter of a minute, the only object that 
could be made out in the darkness 
was the subject's form and its outline. 
Then gradually, as the eyes grew ac- 
customed to the darkness, a sort of 
double mist or halo, the one within the 
other and the inner one denser than the 
outer, became more and more distinct- 
ly visible. 

The outlive of this mist exactly fol- 
lowed the curves and ‘the contour of 
the subject’s body. The color of the 
outer aura seemed to be a blue grey, 
that of the inner aura was denser. In 
the triangular space formed by the 
sides of the body and the angie of the 
arms, as the subject remained with her 
hands resting lightly on her hips, the 
ahol could be seen most clearly. 

Presently, acting upon Dr. Felkin's 
instructions, the subject raised and ex- 
tended first one arm, then the other, 
Then she joined her hands at the back 
of her neck. And always the mist of 
aura followed, as though it were itself 
on outline of some sort of shadow of 
the limbs. 

Dr. Felkin's next experiment was to 
make hypnotic passes in the direction 
of the patient, first from one side, then 
from the other side, while finally he

An acute and last- 
ing pain, such as sciatica, is rendered 
visible by the length to which the aura 
of a particular shade and density ex- 
tends along the limb in which the 
pain is felt. The aura of a patient suf- 
fering from hysteria differs entirely in 
outline from that of one suffering from 
epilepsy. 

Auras or halos of quick and intellif 
gent children are more extensive than 
those of the dull and phlegmatic. The 
same thing applies to adults The fin- 
est halos envelop the most intelligent. 
It is most noticeable around..the head 
and more marked amons inen— than 
among women. The women's halo is 
more variable.
